These  Conditions  of  Business  represent  the  terms  upon  which.  Proud  Oriental  Auctions 
Limited  (“Proud  Oriental''),  contracts  with  Sellers  (“Sellers");  and  acting  in  its  capacity  as 
agent  on  behalf  of  Sellers,  contracts  with  Buyers  (“Buyers”).

CONDITIONS  PRIMARILY  CONCERNING  BUYERS  t TO  BK  READ  BY  SELLERS 

ALSO). 

1.  The  Buyer 

The  highest  bidder  shall  be  the  buyer  at  the  “hammer  price”  and  any  dispute  shall  be  settled 
at  the  auctioneer’s  absolute  discretion.  Any  bidder  acting  for  any  person  who  is  not  bidding 
shall  be  jointly  and  severely  liable  with  that  person  for  satisfaction  of  all  obligations  and  lia-

2.  Catalogue  Descriptions

11.  Value  Added  Tax 

ILL  Auctioneer’s  Margin  Scheme  or  Global  Account  Margin  Scheme 

Works  of  art,  antiques  and  collector's  items  are  treated  as  second-hand  goods  and  fall  under 
Customs  & Excise  margin  scheme  for  VAT  purposes.  VAT  of  17.5%  is  payable  on  the  deal- 
er's margin,  that  is  the  difference  between  the  buying  and  the  selling  price  rather  than  the 
whole  of  the  selling  price.  The  seller,  the  auctioneer  and/or  the  buyer  can  either  opt  to  oper- 
ate this  scheme  or  opt  to  charge  the  full  17.5%  on  the  hammer  price,  the  premium  and/or  the 
commission.  Proud  Oriental  has  opted  to  use  this  scheme. 

11.2.  The  Seller  and  VAT 

The  Seller  will  advise  Proud  Oriental  whether  he  is  operating  the  Margin  Scheme  or  whether 
he  is  operating  the  normal  rules  VAT  method.  He  has  to  operate  one  or  the  other  method  at 
least  for  two  years  before  changing  over.

Under  the  normal  VAT  rules 
method,  he  can  charge  17.5%  VAT  to  the  buyer  on  the  hammer  price.  The  latter  type  of  lots 
are  marked  by  a dagger  symbol  (??)  in  Proud  Oriental's  catalogue. 

1 1.3.  Global  Accounting  Margin  Scheme

11.6.  This  entire  Condition  1 1 should  be  read  in  conjunction  with  Condition  4. 

12.  Seller's  Warranties  and  Liabilities 

12.1.  The  Seller  warrants  and  undertakes  that  he  has  the  right  to  sell  the  lot  free  from  any 
third  party  claims,  liens,  encumbrances  or  other  restrictions  on  title. 

12.2.  The  Seller  warrants  and  undertakes  that  he  will  make  the  lot  available  and  in  a deliver- 
able state  on  demand  by  the  Buyer. 

12.3.  The  Seller  hereby  confirms  that  he  has  given  Proud  Oriental  all  relevant  information  in 
his  possession  concerning  the  provenance  of  the  lot  and  that  to  the  best  of  the  Seller’s  knowl- 
edge and  belief  such  information  is  accurate. 

12.4.  The  Seller  will  indemnify  Proud  Oriental  and  the  Buyer  against  any  claim,  actions, 
expenses,  damages  or  costs  (including  reasonable  legal  costs)  incurred  or  suffered  either 
directly  or  indirectly  as  a result  of  any  breach,  alleged  breach,  or  non-performance  by  the 
Seller  of  the  Term  and  Conditions.
